Justly Proud of Their Record 


It has been the custom of the American 


Pharmaceutical Manufacturers’ \ssociation 
in recent vears to hold its annual meetings 
at some attractive, adequate resort which 
This 


vear, the association will meet at Asheville, 


has not been “over-conventionized.” 


North Carolina, a place more vacationally 
than vocationally famed; but the plans for 
the meeting contemplate more work than 
play. The association’s record is one wherein 
the influence of the working spirit of its 
members has been consistently obvious. 

This year’s meeting, which will open May 
23. marks, within a week, the completion of 
the association’s seventeenth vear. It is, 
however, the twentieth occasion on which 
the members of the industry which it repre- 
sents have met as an organization. In its 
early vears, the association found that con- 
ditions for the correction of which it had 
been brought into existence required the 
¢alling of conferences at more frequent in- 
tervals than once a year. So, the association 
plans to devote some time at the Asheville 
meeting to fitting commemoration of the 
tallying of a score on its record of meetings. 
It will recount its endeavors, and it will re- 
view its achievements. 

Competition in price at the sacrifice of 
quality was the main reason for the forma- 
tion May 30, 1910, in Chicago, of the Phar- 
maceutical Manufacturers’ Club, out of 
which, in the following year evolved the 
American Association of Pharmaceutical 
Chemists, the immediate predecessor of the 
present American Pharmaceutical Manufac- 
turers’ Association. As is usual in such 
instances, the conditions in which the or- 
ganization had its inception were largely 
the result of a lack of understanding among 
competitors, attributable to the fact that 
they did not know one another. This par- 
ticular group of competitors—and their at- 
titude was not a unique one—apparently 
did not care to become acquainted. Nat- 
urally, then, the first purpose of the pro- 
posers of the organization was the promo- 
tion of neighborliness. They made a good 
beginning, and those who have followed to 
carry on their work have merited the suc- 
cess which the present association reflects. 

At its first meeting the Pharmaceutical 
Manufacturers’ Club recognized the neces- 
sity and wisdom of a thorough study of 
And improved cost accounting has 
continued to be one of the major aims of 
the organization down to the present day. 
Improvement of products was set among 
the original purposes of the organization. 
And much of its best work today is being 
done in that connection. The committees 
on contact and on simplification and stan- 
dardization will stand high among the nine- 


costs. 





teen sub-divisions of the association in the 
work to be reported to the Asheville conven- 
tion. 

Change has come to many things in the 
pharmacal world during the seventeen years 
of the existence and activity of the Amer- 
ican Pharmaceutical Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation. Nothing more strikingly illustrates 
this than does the functioning of the asso- 
ciation’s committee on contact which, with 
a similar committee of the American Drug 
Manufacutrers’ Association, co-operates 
with the administrators of Federal and 
State laws and regulations to assure high 
and satisfactory standards in pharmaceutical 
products. Time was, when opposition to 
all efforts toward regulation was considered 
to be a necessary and a commendable atti- 
tude on the part of business. There was 
some reason for this assumption; for the 
attitude of governmental regulators held 
more of antagonism than of understanding 
and tolerance. Today, officials of the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Chemistry, for example, 
travel about the country seeking the co- 
yperation of pharmaceutical manufacturers 
in the determination of just standards. That 
they get it wholeheartedly speaks convinc- 
ingly for the success of the association 
movements to raise the ideals of the in- 
dustry and to reach them at whatever 
height. 

In its declaration of belief, the American 
Pharmaceutical Manufacturers’ Association 
has aimed high. When the records of the 
past year are presented at the Asheville 
meeting, undoubtedly they will show 
achievement equally deserving to be point- 
ed to with pride. And it will be plain that, 
of the factors contributing to this result, 
not the least influential has been the associa- 
tion’s successful promotion of understand- 
ing and a friendly, co-operative spirit 
among the individuals who compose the 
business units out of which it has been so 
well constructed.

Texas Takes a Hand in the 
Open Game of Oil Production 
Political economy has introduced a new 
aspect into the problem which the petroleum 
industry faces because of the enormous pro- 
duction to which certain domestic oil fields 
are being pushed. The State of Texas has 
become seriously concerned over the loss of 
revenue which has resulted from the low 
prices obtained for crude petroleum pro- 
duced in such abundance in the Texas fields 
(it is stated that losses sustained by oper- 
ators in the Texas oil fields have cut $3,- 
000,000 from the tax receipts of that State 
in the past eight months) and has called 
upon the petroleum producers to join in an 
endeavor to get legislative action which will 
halt the excessive production. 





It is nothing new for politics and petro- 
leum to mix. On the contrary, their affinity 
is one of the outstanding examples of prac- 
tical politics. The relationship which has 
been proposed in Texas is not new in its 
purpose; for governmental moves toward 
the conservation of petroleum resources 
have been rather common in recent years. 
But, the purpose of the Texas proposal is 
one of more immediate necessity than usual- 
ly attends conservation movements. — It 
brings home to the petroleum industry that 
not all of its concern should be for the wel- 
fare of posterity, a truth which has already 
dawned upon petroleum producers in at 
least one Wyoming field and led them to 
undertake a scheme of controlled output. It 
has seemed to many observers of recent 
economic trends in the crude petroleum in- 
dustry of the Midcontinent, that the neces- 
sity for curtailing production should have 
been too plain to have permitted them to 
accept defeat in the recent failure of an at- 
tempt at curtailment in one field. 

There is good reason for others besides 
the Texas Railroad Commission to show 
concern with regard to the over-production 
of crude petroleum in the United States. 
The aggregate output of domestic fields 
reached another higher mark in the last 
week of April, coming within fifty barrels of 
averaging 2,500,000 barrels a day. This fig- 
ure is a million barrels larger than the aver- 
age daily output of a few years since. It is 
more than a year’s production of any one 
of half the countries of the world in which 
petroleum is found. Enormous as is the 
consumption of petroleum products in this 
country, 2,500,000 barrels of crude petroleum 
is far too much to be produced in one day. 
This is well borne out by the large increases 
in accumulated stocks of gasoline so far this 
year. It is more significantly shown by the 
fact that the average price of crude petro- 
leum is down 63 cents per barrel, or 31 per- 
cent, from that at the corresponding time 
last year when the rate of production was 
20 percent less. As the refiner is able to 
get only two-thirds as much for his gasoline 
as was paid a year ago, the gravity of the 
situation has been forced upon him. In 
consequence, refinery operations are being 
materially curtailed. This, of course, means 
a further loss on crude petroleum if the 
excess of production is allowed to continue. 

Consumption of gasoline in countries 
other than the United States, although still 
but fractional in comparison, is increasing 
rapidly. But, this does not hold any satis- 
faction for the excessive producer in this 
country. It is not only in the United States 
that material additions are being made toa 
the world’s supply of crude petroleum. With 
the exception of Mexico, every other major 
producing country has an output far ex- 
ceeding that in 1926, and with the further 
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exception of Russia, where production is 
rapidly nearing the volume of a few vears 
back, the output is of a magnitude never be- 
fore approached. 

‘The measure of the success that will at- 
tend the movement in Texas to curtail pro- 
duction of crude petroleum is almost wholly 
a matter of conjecture. But, the endeavor 
is a commendable one. It is time to call a 
halt, and not only in Texas.

Oils and Fats Industry Keeps 
Its Operations in Fair Balance 
Business in oils, fats, and greases derived 
irom vegetable, fish, and animal raw prod- 
ucts compares, for the first quarter of this 
vear, favorably with that in the correspond- 
ing period of 1926. According to statistics 
collected by the Department of Commerce a 
total of 1,628,000,000 pounds of crude prod- 
ucts of this class were produced in the 
United States during the first three months 
of 1927. This compares with 1,551,000,000

pounds in the first quarter of 1926, a gain 
of 5 percent. Domestic consumption of crude 
oils, fats, and greases, including imported 
products, amounted to 1,626,000,000 pounds 
in the 1927 quarter, compared with 1,587,- 
000,000 pounds last year, a gain of 2.4 per- 
cent. The miscellaneous oils industry, how- 
ever, shared in the common reduction of 
unit market values of its products. 

Production of crude vegetable oils was 
9.5 percent greater in the first quarter of 
this vear than in the corresponding period 
in 1926. Consumption was 7.1 percent larger. 
This was one reason for the lowering of 
prices. 

A remarkable increase of 35.3 percent 
was made in the production of fish oils. 
Consumption of these products also made 
a material gain, but did not keep pace with 
production, the increase being 22.1 percent. 

The statistical position of animal oils and 
fats was more favorable than that of the 
previously mentioned products. Production 
was 2.9 percent short of the total for the 
1926 quarter; while consumption increased 


26.7 percent. With respect to greases, the 
condition was reversed. Production this 
year was 8.2 percent above the total for the 
corresponding period in 1926, and consump- 
tion was 23.8 percent less. 

Consumption in all cases includes im- 
ported products, and imports of all oils, fats, 
and greases were 18.8 percent less than in 
the first quarter of 1926. Exports also fell 
off, but only to the extent of 9.2 percent. 
The loss in export trade was in lard, ex- 
ports of which fell off more than 20 percent. 

Domestic raw materials were more nearly 
adequate to the needs of producers of oils, 
fats. and greases in the first quarter of this 
year than in the corresponding period of 
1926. Imports of oilseeds and the like were 
6.4 percent below the comparable 1926 total. 

These records present no cause for alarm 
in the industry with which they have to do. 
They are not even an indication of produc- 
tion excesses. They do indicate, however, 
that to respond to the obvious influence of 
conditions in foreign markets would be the 
part of wisdom.

Company, Ltd., heavy chemical producer ; 
and the British Dyestuffs Corporation, 
Ltd.. manufacturer of dyes. The German 





dye cartel dominates the organic chemi- 
cal industry of Germany. 

The negotiations between these impor- 
tant chemical interests is another mani- 


festation of the tendency toward consoli- 
dation which has characterized the chem- 
ical industries of Europe during recent 
vears. The amalgamation of the sepa- 
rate branches of the industry within the 
‘reer countries has been progressing 
rapidly and the tendency toward interna- 
tional agreements between these national 
amalgamations is becoming pronounced. ; 
The United States produces approxt- 
mately 50 percent of the world’s output 
of chemicals inclusive of dyes at the 
present time and controls 20 percent of 
the world’s exports of these chemical 
products.

Who Is the Inventor? 

It is required by patent law to have 
the inventor’s name appear on the patent, 
but it is not always clear to the re- 
search chemist what is meant by the in- 
ventor Quite often someone directing 
research will inadvertently outline to 
someone under him the complete idea 
with all the required details. The re- 
search chemist may find that the state- 
ment of the director is substantially cor- 
rect, or he may find that some very 
necessary detail was left out, due to lack 
of knowledge of the subject In the 
former case, however, the director’s name 
would in all probability appear as the 
inventor, though he did no research work 


of any kind and only contributed an idea 
the other hand, in the second case 
where the research chemist found that 
the idea was not workable without neces- 
sary changes, the investigator was un- 
questionably the inventor.

Sometimes there is a 
part of the young research 
attribute inventions to some executive 
in order to gain favor, and if this is not 
discovered until the patent gets into the 
courts the patent becomes invalid. Fur- 
thermore, there is a tendency on the 
part of some research directors and other 


officials to claim inventions which are 
conceived by men working under them. 
This of course also renders the patent 


invalid. Oftentimes research directors 
and other officials have a tendency to 
give too much credit to men under them 
in order to maintain a_ better esprit 
d'corps. This is also very dangerous and 
is liable to invalidate a_ patent. Along 


this line may be mentioned university 
professors who add their students’ names 


to the patent Sometimes there will ap- 
pear anywhere from three to five men 
as joint inventors presumably to give 
publicity to promising young students. 
Considering the above examples, it can 
be easily seen that our present require- 
ment of having as the inventor only the 


who first conceived the 
idea is the only just and logi- 
for the problem. 

Our present patent system permits the 
development of vast patent monopolies 
or patent trusts. In fact, the only lega! 
monopoly or trust permitted in the 
United States today is a patent monop- 
oly. The vast size, wealth and influence 
of the companies which have acquired 
these patent monopolies have a tendency 
to excite considerable comment and criti- 
cism among our socialistic friends. There 
are many people in this country who 
honestly believe that it would be an 
economic advantage to break these 
monopolies and prevent by law the de- 
velopment of any new ones. From the 
research chemist’s standpoint, however, 
this would be a far more dangerous un-

Most research chemists, upon leaving 
the university, are employed by large 
corporations whose success has been 
built upon a patent monopoly In case 
these monopolies were broken, these 
concerns would undoubtedly see no fur- 
ther economic value in their research be- 
cause their research was installed for 


the sole purpose of building these monop- 


olies It is therefore reasonable to sup- 
pose that these concerns would no longer 
hire research chemists. Though there 
might be another way to stimulate indus- 
trial research, nevertheless, before that 
program got under way the research 
chemist would be certain to suffer. 
Finally, the writer would like to point 
out that a patent is a contract between 
the inventor and the public. The in- 
ventor receives the privilege of prevent- 
ing others from using his idea, and the 
public receives the privilege of reading 


a detailed account of what is Supposed to 


be an excellent piece of investigationa! 
work, involving at least one new idea. It 
Is not appreciated by many that this 
disclosure of research work is of most 
Importance in some allied field. In other 
words, the transposition of an idea dis- 
closed in a patent from. the particular 
field) within which the inventor was 
working to another, analogous but en- 
tirely separate, field oftentimes means 
Senuine progress, and sometimes this 
transposition results in enormous bene- 
fits far beyond those attained by the 
original invention, 

The chemist should appreciate the 
value of patents from the public stand- 
point and should take full advantage of 
these disclosures, b.

year. 

Of the total rosin shipped abroad this 
quarter. rermany surpassed England 
with 20 percent of the total of $4.690,000 
(230,000 barrels).

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Litharge, Orange Mineral and Dry Red Lead in 
Casks Off—Contrel Board Establishes Export 


Tax on Kauri—Paint Sales Up 


Lower «prices for lead oxides in 
casks were named by corroders last 
week following a further drop in pig 
lead. These reductions, together with 
a slightly firmer market on some 
grades of varnish gums, and news of 


the imposition of an export tax on 


kauri gum, furnished the chief devel- 
opments of the week. 

Pig lead prices have shown a steady 
downward trend since the first cf the 
year, and the present ma.ket is the 
lowest since August, 1923. Overpro- 
duction of the metal has been the 
cause ot the decline, and this situa- 
tion has not yet been corrected. <A 
further weakening of the lead price 
basis, it was felt, would be reflected 
in prices for pigments, in kegs, which 
have not yet been affected in price 
by the easy metal market. One of 
the smaller Eastern corroders last 
week reduced white lead in kegs %4c. 
per pound below the general market, 
and cut dry white lead %e., dry red 
litharge we, and orange 
under the prices of the 
Corroders have ex- 
tended to their trade a guarantee 
against decline carrying until the 
closing quarter of the year, and this 
hus tended to hold up the demand for 
the general line of pigments. 

The New Zealand Kauri Gum Con- 
trol Board has’ established export 
charges on all gum exported after May 
1. the tax being 15s. per £100 of the 
current f.0o.b. export value. This im- 
post will prevail until October 31, this 
year On and after November 1 the 
levy will be 1% percent of the export 
value of the gum. New Zealand ship- 
pers have protested the tax, and the 
market was reported strengthening at 
primary points. A little more buying 
interest was being shown locally, but 
the market failed to register any 
price gains. The use of Kauri has 
fallen away materially with the devel- 
opment of the pyroxylin lacquer in- 
dustry, although more and more Kauri 
has been used in this branch of the 
varnish industry in recent months. 

According to reports from leading 
manufacturers, April paint and var- 
nish business was considerably larger 
than that for the corresponding month 
last vear, and factories have been 
working close to full time to take 
care of the heavy demand for finishes. 

Building plans filed in the five 
boroughs of New York showed unusu- 
ally heavy declines for April, the 
amount of new building being $89,- 
716.993 as compared with $101,321,947 
for April last year, accoring to the 
Straus report. The loss was $11,604,- 
954, or more than 11 percent. The de-

PATENT APPLIED FOR 
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Linseed Oil Advanced on Further Rise in Seed 
—Argentine Exports Large and Port Stocks 
Decrease — Local Trade Better 


The trend of flaxseed prices was up- 
ward in the main last week, although 
there was more or less irregularity, as 


usual. The June option at Buenos 
Aires advanced sharply, the rise be- 
ing attributed to foreign purchases. 
Trading in domestic markets was 
rather quiet, although a rather good 
demand continued to be reported for 


cash seed. 

Weather conditions over parts of the 
Northwest were more favorable, but 
planting is still backward and much 
uncertainty apparently exists concern- 
ing the size of the acreage. The move- 
ment of old crop seed to terminal mar- 
kets continued light. 

Shipments from Argentina continued 
liberal, the exports to this country 
amounting to 560,000 bushels, against 


240,000 bushels in the same week last 
year; since January 1, 8,380,000 bush- 
els, against 7,460,000 last year. Ex- 
ports to all destinations were 1,884,000 
bushels, against 1,292,000 last year; 
since January 1, 32,080,000 bushels, 
against 29,177,000 bushels. There was 
a decrease in the Argentine visible 
supply of 800,000 bushels, leaving a 
total of 7,200,000 bushels. 


Linseed oil was advanced by crush- 


ers. Demand was somewhat more ac- 
tive. Cake and meal were higher with 
an improved trade.

There is little to say about the cash flax 
situation. Good seed is scarce and in good 
demand, prices showing a little firmer com- 


pared with futures. Shipping advices to local 
grain commission houses are very light, and 


line elevator companies say that farm deliveries 
are virtually nil. Shipments are holding fairly 


heavy compared with receipts, and owing to 
the transference of delivered flax from public 
elevator to private bins public stocks are de- 


creasing rapidly. Loss in four days is esti- 
mated at 140,000 bushels. Some of the loss is 
permanent because country offerings do not 


begin to take care of requirements for crush- 
ing and shipping. 

As delivery day approached crushers made 
arrangements with some of the elevator com- 


panies to take over the seed they had in store 
This seed was fairly acceptable compared with 


the common run. About 250,000 bushels 
changed hands in the deals, crushers handing 
over May contracts and taking the cash sup- 
ply. One company took over 200,000 bushels 
of the supply this way. With the choicer 
seed disposed of there was a tendency to get 
rid of May contracts with the idea of dodging 
lelivery of the heavier moisture test quality, 
but when the spread worked out to 6c. an 
elevator operator stepped in and bought ma- 
turing futures freely, taking delivery of bet- 
ter than 100,000 bushels. This operator had 
plenty of low moisture seed in store to mix off 
the higher moisture test quality and had no 
fear of the supply going out of condition 
Deliveries on the first day of the month to- 
taled 130,000 bushels Since then a total of

Cottonseed Oil 


Trading in refined cottonseed oil fu- 
tures in the local market was fairly 
active Jast week. though commission 
house business showed some falling 
off as compared with the previous week. 
Prices showed irregularity but much 
of the time the frend was upward with 
the news in regard to the flood situa- 
tion in the Mississippi Valley and the 
Southwest and the action of the market 
for cotton futures the dominant fac- 
tors. 

Sentiment among local traders for the 
time heing at least appeared to be more 
bullish owing to the increasing serious- 
ness of the flood situation. Cotton fu- 
tures showed not a little strength and 
at times the trend of lard futures in 
the West was upward. A rise in other 
speculative commodities was not with- 
out influence in oil trade circles here. 

Crude cottonseed oil was firmer in 
the South with offerings light in all 
sections. It was contended in some

quarters that more or less oil had been 
lost in the flooded districts though 
nothing definite was available as to the 
extent of such losses. It was noted in 
an official report, however, that a good 
deal of cotton at compresses and ware- 
houses in the flooded districts is under 
water. 

Products which compete with cotton- 
seed oil were steadier in some instances 
though prices showed little change. 
Sales of tallow were reported in out- 
side markets, however, at a small ad- 
venee. That product remained steady 
at the weekly auction in London, al- 
though demand was smaller than in the 
previous week. The Hull market for 
cottonseed oil was higher. 

Unfavorable weather and crop re- 
ports were received from some sections 
outside of the flooded area. Rains 
were reported late in the week where 
dry weather is needed to enable farm- 
ers to proceed with field work. A well 
known local statistician issued a re- 
port in which it was stated that 3,000.- 
000 bales of cotton were produced in 
the flooded area last season and this 
excited more or less comment among 
oil traders 

Part of the improvement in prices 
was lost before the close of the week. 
Recent buyers liquidated on advances. 
In some eases they were supposed to 
have cold for a turn on the short side, 
considering a reaction due. The techi- 
eal position was regarded as weaker. 
the short interest having heen reduced 
on the sdvance. Southern markets for 
erude oil were auiet and business here 
in eash refined oil was renvorted slow. 

The seriousness of the flood situa- 
tion. it is contended in some quarters, 
is heinge exaggerated so far as its effect 
nen the cotton acreage is concerned. 
Fully three-quarters of the inundated 
land. it is argued, will be planted to 
cotton.

950 barrels during the week ended 
April 30, with indications that the out- 
put would go higher as expansion in 
the Seminole area continued. With the 
Seminole field expected to go to 400,000 
barrels daily or higher in the immedi- 
ate future, some fears were being ex- 
pressed in the trade over the influence 
Which this heavy flow of oil would ex- 
ert on the price structure.

Of outstanding interest in last week's 


fertilizer materials market was the ap- 


parent determination on the part of 
German and French potash producers 
to carry over their price schedule for 


the remainder of the current season at 


least, Considerable uncertainty had 


existed in trade circles over the im- 
mediate outlook. Aside from this de- 


velopment, the market was rather dull, 


With price changes of relative unim- 
portance, 

While the potash producers have not 
yet named prices or terms for the com- 
ing fertilizer season, both the German 
and French groups have made known 
to the trade their decision to continue 
to offer potash for prompt shipment on 
the basis of the prices which have pre- 
vailed for the greater part of the cur- 
rent season. The German group had 
opened a temporary office in this city, 


While the Alsatian producers were 


continuing to book business through 
their old sales office, also located in 
this city. It was generally felt in trade 
circles that until the Government's 
suit against the two producing groups 
has been settled nothing much in the 
Way of forward prices or bookings will 
be done. With the guarantee against 
price decline removed from the sales 
contracts of both the German and 
French sellers on spot business, the 
tendency on the part of the trade has 
been to operate only for immediate 
requirements, purchasing from spot 
stocks stored in this country. 

According to Department of Com- 
merce reports from Santiago, the adop- 
tion by the nitrate producers of the 
free sales policy had not resulted in 
any marked increase in buying up to 
April 25. It has been reported, the 
Department's cable said, that the 
Chilean government is considering the 
flotation of a loan up to 100,000,000 
pesos for the purpose of financially as- 
sisting nitrate producing companies 
that are considered as of Chilean na- 
tionality. The investigations for 
means of assisting the industry in 
other ways are still in progress. 

The National Fertilizer Association 
reports that production of acid phos- 
phate in March was 30.3 percent less 
than in March last year, and 17.6 per- 
cent less than for February of this 
year. Stocks held March 31 last were 
5.1 percent larger than on March 31,

Narcotic Rules Revision 


Again Urged by N.A.R.D. 


WASHINGTON, May 3, 1927. 
the National Assoc a- 
Drvegists to the annual 
convent'on of the Chamber of Commerce 
of the United States, which is being held 
here this week, have taken the opnpor- 
tunity to held conferences with various 
government officials. Among the confer- 
ences was one with L. G. Nutt. who is 
in charee of enforcement of narcotics 
laws, Support of various amendments 
to regulations No. 35, relating to the 
administration of the Harrison narcotic 
act, which were suggested by the organ- 
ization some time ago. was reiterated. 
Mr. Nutt was asked to give these sug- 
gestions consideration in the pending re- 
vision of the regulations. 

One of the amendments suggested by 
the reta‘l druggists prov'ded that “per- 
sons quatified onlv as retail dealers may 
supply practitioners on order forms 
with narcotic drugs in solution. dilution, 
or in dry form. to be used in legitimate 
office practice, in quantit‘es not exceeding 
%0 grains of a narcotic drug or drugs at 
any one time.” This amendment also 
would provide that “tablets, lozenges. 
suppositories or ampoules” containing 
narcotic drugs not in excess of the aver- 
age adult dose may also be supplied in 
cuantities not to exceed 100 single 
dosage forms at any one time.” 

Another amendment proposed by 
retail druggists provided as _ fo!lows 
“In extreme emergencies telephone ord- 
for prescriptions containing small 
portions of narcotic drugs not in excess 
f averavre dosage and in combination 
with sufficient other medicinal ingredi- 
ents as to make obvious the legitimate 
intent of the prescriber may be filled. 
The prescriber must cover such orders 
with'n 48 hours by conforming with the 
provisions of artic'e 119, the pharmacist 
in the meantime keeping a signed record 
of the details. The prescriber, com- 
pounder and user of such a prescription 
will be held strictly accountable for the 
integrity of the transact:on.”

Synthetic Methanol First 
Felt in Sweden in 1924 


According to Swedish methanol manu- 
facturers, the effects of German synthetic 
methanol were first felt in 1924, when it 
became difficult to sell sulphate methanol 
and prices decreased considerably. As a 


consequence of this, several factories in 
Sweden which formerly manufactured 
methanol, but had not succeeded in mak- 
ng a first-class product, had to cease 
produc'ng this commodity. According to 
Swedish export statistics, the average 
price decreased from 1.05 crowns per kilo 
during 1924 to 0.74 crown per kilo in 
1925 There is still a large domestic and 


foreign demand for Swedish methanol of 
high quality, but unless a new method can 


be found which may cheapen the refining 
process at the by-product plants, the ex- 
port business in this commodity will prob-

Formaldehyde has not been made in 
Sweden directly from pyroligneous acid 
obtained from the destructive distillation 
of wood, according to Assistant Trade 
Commissioner E. Kekich, Stockholm.

enamel paints, $255,000 (83,000 gallons), 
and oil varnishes, $229,000 (130,000 gal- 
lons). In the imports there were the 
usual slight reductions offset by the ad- 
ditions in other commodities. 


Fertilizers and Materials 


An advance of one-fifth in the exports 
from $4,119,000 (260,300 tons) in Janu- 
ary-March, 1926, to $4,994,400 (288,500 
tons) and a decline of one-half in the 
imports from $29,205,400 (828,300 tons) 
to $14,841,900 (457,400 tons) character- 
ized the trade in this essential group. 

The improvement in the exports was 
due to the larger sales of ammonium sul- 
phate which increased 45 percent to 
$2,295,000 (46,300 tons); other nitro- 
genous material with $158,400 (2,500 
tons) of superphosphates with $493,000 
(33,400 tons), and other fertilizers with 
$958,400 (23,100 tons). Nearly one-half 
of the total exports was accounted for by 
the shipments of ammonium = sulphate 
which found greater consumption in the 
Netherlands East Indies to which coun- 
try double the amounts were sent the 
current quarter, and in Cuba. Phosphate 
rock changed but little in quantities 
shipped during the two periods from 
$1,141,000 (181,800 tons) in January- 
March, 1926. to $980,000 (180,000 tons) 
in January-March, 1927. 

The decline in imports of fertilizers 
and materials was quite general with the 
majority of the several commodities of 
the group reflecting the downward ten- 
dency, but with the biggest reduction 
made in the leading item of the group, 
sodium nitrate, which commodity ac- 
counted for 55 percent of the total. Un- 
settled conditions of the fertilizer market 
in Southern States and anticipation of 
lower prices in Chile are factors that 
have tended to restrict importations of 
sodium nitrate. 

Considerably less quantities of calcium 
cyanamide, tankage. ammonium sulphate, 


all other nitrogenous fertilizers, muriate 
of potash, sulphate of potash, kainite, 
manure salts, other potash bearing sub- 


stances, were imported during this period 


with the only kinds entering in larger 
amounts having been calcium nitrate 
with $372,000 (8,200 tons); ammonium 
sulphate nitrate with $383,000 (5.800 
tons); dried blood, bone phosphates, 
$334,000 (12,000 tons); other phosphate 
materials, including acid phosphates, 


$215,200 (15,200 tons), and all other fer- 
tilizers. $279,000 (15,900 tons). The ex- 
pansion of the acid phosphate group was 


rent year, receipts of perfume materials 
amounting to $1,412,000, more than 
doubled the receipts during the first 
three months of last year. 

Contrasting the imports of $314,000 
worth of soaps which were purchased in 
considerably larger amounts the current 


quarter, the exports fell to $1,705,000, a 
figure still five times the imports, how- 
ever. 

American dental creams continued to 
find favor in foreign countries during 
this period when $809,400 (945,200 
pounds) were exported. The class, 
“creams, rouges and other cosmetics,” 
was the only other one to record im- 
provements. Exports of the classes 
were :—Perfumery and _ toilet waters, 
$71,000; talcum and other toilet pow- 
ders, $367,900 (690,100 pounds); creams, 
rouges and other cosmetics, $367,800 
(617,500 pounds); dentifrices other than 
dental creams, $77.300 (114,500 pounds) ; 
and other toilet preparations, $311,400 
(435,500 pounds).

to maintain a homogeneous solution of 
sheliac in the final lacquer mixture. 

If to a solution of shellac, an excess 
of non-solvent is slowly stirred in, a 
int is reached where precipitation 
starts to occur. This is characterized 
by a cloudiness or flaked appearace of 
the lacquer and is exceedingly stubborn 

correction, when an effort is made to 
redissolve it by adding alcohol. It is 
highly important, therefore, in blending 
the various pyroxylin and gum cuts, to 
start with the shellac solution containing 
the full amount of alcohols ealled for 
and gradually add the balance of the 
formula. In cases where pyroxylin 
moistened with alcohol is employed, bet- 
ter results can _ be obtained if the 
pyroxylin cut is made in the mixture of 
esters and hydrocarbons before adding 
to the shellac. This scheme is more de- 
sirable than following the practice of 
adding the pyroxylin last, because ad- 
vantage is taken of the alcohol contained
